A broad, dramatic movement for industrial develop­ 
ment in Bucks county to provide jobs for thousands 
of men and women on unemployment rolls today was 
under way. 
Yesterday afternoon Judge Edward G. Biester sign­ 
ed an order approving the newly-organized Bucks County 
Industrial Development Corporation. 
Last night the Bucks County Development Com­ 
mittee, appointed two years ago by John T. Welsh, chair­ 
man of the Board of County Commissioners, under 
whose auspices the corporation was created, unanimously 
approved the corporation by-laws and set up its board 
of directors. 


$1,250,000 Campaign 


At the same time a finance committee was appoint­ 
ed to fashion the groundwork for a $1,250,000 campaign 
in early spring to provide the money necessary to admin­ 
ister the corporation, promote Bucks county as an ideal 
industrial region, to purchase industrial land, and to 
help where needed to finance new industry and expan­ 
sion of the old. 
The industrial Corporation is a non-profit organiza­ 
tion set up solely to promote the economic and general 
welfare of Bucks County.
